(i) Rejection of claims 1-4, 8, 9, 15-18, 36, 37, and 46 under 35 USC 112, 2nd paragraph 

Applicants argue that the amino acid sequence of sRAGE is disclosed in the '070 application on page 29, line 18 to page 30, line 10 and 
thus no sequence identifier is required for claim 1 . Applicants' argument has been fully considered, but is not deemed to be persuasive 
because the specification, on page 29, line 18 to page 30, line 10, discloses the RAGE NH2 terminal sequence, the NH2 terminal 
sequences of 50 Kd and 30-35 Kd gel bands and there is no unambiguous definition for the amino acid sequence of sRAGE in the 
specification. 

(ii) Rejection of claims 1-4, 8, 9, 15-18, 36, 37, and 46 under 35 USC 102 (e) 

Applicants argue that the claimed invention is entitled to a priority date of January 26, 1996 and the reference of Morser is only available 
as a reference as of August 16, 1996. This is not persuasive for the reasons set forth in the final rejection dated 1 1/12/2003.
